upon the. earth, 2. As.alſo on the.contrary partsthat 
the toxments af' Hereticks, aze'continually, gug-- 
mented 
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” mented by the number of them'who are from time 
eo time corrupted by their ſeditious and peſtilent 
Writings ; the like they hold of diffolute Poets, 
and other looſe Writers, who have left behind 
them laſcivious, wanton and carnal Poems ; as al- 
fo ofpnegiigent Parents, Maſters, or Teachers, 
who'dy their careleſneſs and evil examples, gave 
occaſion to corrupt their Children, Scholars, or 
Servants committed to their Governments and

St, Paul-tells us, that we ſhall ſee God face to 
face; St. Fobn tells us, that we ſhall ſee- God as 
he is : both theſe Apoſtles intimating, that all hap- 
pineſs-is- compriſed in that; And the reaſon of 
all this is, becuſe all the pleaſures, delights, 
and contentations of this world, wherein mortal 
men do ſolace themſelves, being nothing elſe 
but little pieces of Gods incomprehenſible teli- 


| city: The fame are contained, and much more 


perfectly in God himſelf, from whom they are 
derived: So that they are in their own'nature 
unperfect unto men: But now in ſeeing God, 


we ſhall ſeo all the goodneſs and perfeRion 


| of worldly things compa and united. together, 
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and preſented unto us all at once : Andthen this
